a bntuer of the late Dr. A. B. Dili o: 
Votk' Buiingn. Mr. Neely livts tifleei. 
mile*Irotu Fargo, ou the Northern 1'a 
c.flcTrailioad. in a recent letter lo bis 
father he states that there will be abou 
four thousand acres for him to look 
after. He gives the following idea ol 
farming in the Northwest. 


"They have 145 horses that must go 


to work as scon as feeding starts. There 
are |6.dnlls twelve feet »idt that tiki 
four horses a piece a'lid twenty barrows 
twenty feet wide that take live and six 
horees. Thi-u thtre will bo two teams 
hauling wheat all the time. We have a 
gang cleaning wheat all the time now 
II will take about five thousand bushels 
for seed, then we are going to put quite 
a lot in corn, bit-ley, oils and a German 
wheat tbat thty use for feed, it yields 
about seventy bushels to the acre. They 
lave oue tectiou sowed iu grass but don't 
if it is all ri^ht or not. They have to de- 
fend largely on millet aud corn tedder 
here for long tved. H is very hard to gel a 
stand of grass heie, the tliawing and 
'reezing in the spnng is very liaid ou it. 
I saw as nice potatoi s grown here as I 
ever saw and Uiej'te cheap; t»ent>-tive 
cents is what llity are selling lor now. 
We were ejrnuelled to buy six) bushels 
to sae us out. it lakes trom one to one 
and a half bmheis per day here to feed 
tbe men. We have twenty-live men now 
aud must have thirtj-five before seeding. 
We are paying $27 per mouth, can't get 
them for les.3.
